OUTGENERALED. 
THE REPUBLICANS TAKE COMMAND. 

AvuGustTA, Me,, Jan. 12.— At twenty minutes to 
6 thisevening the Republican members of the 
Senate and House of Representatives proceeded 
to the State- House for the purpose of organizing 
the Legislature. The movement was entirely 
unknown to the Fusionists, and but few of the 
Republicans outside of the immediate members 
were aware of the position of affairs. The news 
that the Republicans had taken ‘possession of 
the State- House spread rapidly, and caused great 
rejoicing among the Republicans,who have been 
impatient to have this result brought about. 
Mr. Lamson, President of the Senate, proceeded 
to Gen. Chamberlain’s headquarters, and excit- 
edly said: I protest against these men coming 
in.” The General informed Lamson that he 
should permit the men to come in and stay as 
long as they pleased. There was no forcible re- 
sistance whatever. The balls were lighted, 
minor officers of the previous Legislatures, fa- 
miliar with the premises, taking hold and lend- 
ing their assistance. i

(The circulation of the Bank of England notes 
varies considerably. When it equals $150,000,000, 
then the gold on hand is equal to 50 per cent; 
when the circulation falls below that sum, say 
to $130,000,000 or $110,000,000, then the proportion 
of gold to circulation is considerably less than 
50 per cent. The Government loan of $55,000,000 
is a permanent one. When, however, the supply 
of gold is exhausted, leaving $75,000,000 of notes 
unredeemed, the Government has power to au- 
thorize the bank to suspend specie redemption. 
The great governing reason for making the 
notes of the bank—the whole issue—legal- 
tender was to render the use of gold, except for 
export, wholly unnecessary, thereby avoiding 
any cause for a run on the bank for gold; and 
this has worked so well and so successfully that 
the bank is rarely, if ever, subjected to any 
serious demand for gold, except for export.

Dishonesty of the Honest- Honey“ 
Leaguers. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Carcaco, Jan. 12.—This is a serious charge to 
make against men advocating. honesty in 
finance, but the legislation they ask for and 
their reasons for the same prove them to be 
agents of robbers or robbers themselves.

The Government has the right conferred upon 
it by the people through the Constitution to coin 
money from gold and silver, copper and nickel, 
also to issue paper money when so ordered by 
the people in Congress assembled. it has issued 
millions upon millions of paper direct, and mill- 
ions to National banks, creatures of the people 
in Congress assembled. The Courts have af- 
firmed the right to issue paper money by 
authority given by the people, who alone in our 
country can create’ and confer ‘and

Next, that National-bank or individul issues 
insure more safety to the billholder than the 
issues of Government. The holder of issues of 
the National banks never gives a thought to the 
responsibility of the banks whose issues they 
hold, hardly ever looking for the names of the 
banks or their locations. The t sealof his 
Government meets his eye, telling him, “ This 
bill you ordered, your Government to issue: 
honor it,“ and he honorsit. He honors it, gives 
it credit as money, for it is indorsed as for 
its face value by the concentrated signatures of 
his fifty millions of brother citizens. Does not 
this statement of facts prove honest-money 
leaguers to be fools. ignoramuses, or liars? The 
billhoiders know that the security for the value 
of the National-bank issues is in bonds which

But the holders of National- 
bank issues begin to ask, Why should we, the 
makers and ers of bonds,on which these 
bank-notes are issued, pay the bankers interest 
on the bonds and the issues too?

My Rublee cannot by repetition supply a want 
of fact. The note circulation of the Bank of 
England averages $150,000,000. The security for 
this consists of $75,000,000 of Government obli- 
gations, and, for all beyond that, gold. The gold 
on hand does not exceed 50 cents on the dollar 
of the circulation, and often much less. When 
the bank exhausts the gold the bank ceases tu 
redeem, and specie- payments stop, but the out- 
standing notes continue to be legal-tender. The 
volume of currency above $75,000,000 is regu- 
lated by the amount of gold; but $75,000,000 of 
bank-notes (or one-half the whole issue) remain 
in circulation as legal-tender whether there be 
a dollar of gold in the bank or not. The United 
States note is redeemable in coin on demand to 
the last dollar. It is secured by the pledge of 
the entire credit of the United States, and so 
long as the Government ¢an obtain a dollar by 
the sale of bonds the note is redeemabie in coin. 
The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to 
to sell 4, or 44%, or 5 per cent bonds for this pur- 
pose to any required extent and amount, 

(2) France does not coin more legal- tender sil- 
ver than the 366 millions she now has, for sub- 
stantially the same reason that our Government 
does not increase the legal- ter issue of green- 
backs to the full maximum of 200 millions—viz. : 
that the present amount is found to be sufficient 
for all business purposes. If the business of 
France required more than 366 millions in addi- 
tion to the silver of Italy, Belgium, and Greece, 
the French Government would order more 
coined; for it must not be forgotten that the 
silver coins of Belgium, Switzerland, and other 
States of the Latin Union are also a legal-tender 
in France. There is enough silver coined to 
meet the public wants. It answers the purpose 
of preventing a run for gold. The Government 
of France does not redeem its silver coin in gold: 
it receives both and pays out both, and, the one 
being equal to the other for all legal 
they circulate together. The opinions of French 
writers, like that of Mr. Rublee, are but the ex- 
pressions of private opinion, and the action of 
the Government in maintaining silver as a legal- 
tender must be accepted as the judgment of 
France on the question. 

The, argument that all other forms of 
money must be abolished in order to make gold 
circulate is so indefensible that it is not worth 
discussing. The moment the balance of trade 
turns against us, and we have to pay in gold 
what we now pay in goods, that moment the 
gold will go from us, whether it be the exclusive 
money or not. If we have no other legal-tender, 
then a financial panic, followed by suspension, 
is inevitable. This has been the past experience 
in the United States. There is no device for 
producing a panic so well calculated to produce 
that result as to abolish 346 millions of legal- 
tender debt-paying Government notes. 

(4) The people do not desire either a gradual 
or sudden disappearance of the debt-paying 
greenbacks. They prefer to have them reissued 
and kept in circulation, and they have the right 
and the power to see that their wishes are re- 
spected, The people will take care of the silver 
question and the gold question to suit them- 
selves. They are perfectly satisfied with coin 
and legal-tender redeemable notes, and don’t 
want either of them tampered with by experi- 
menters or Shylocks. 

(5) We beg leave to differ. There was no such 
political issue in Wisconsin in 1877 or 1878 as the 
abolition of legal-tender redeemable Treasury 
notes, and it requires considerable hardihood to 
make such an assertion, and it is not true that 
the Greenbackers of Wisconsin advocated 
resumption or the redemption of greenbacks in 
coin on demand.

THE WOOD. FUNDING BILL. 
The bill introduéed by Fernando Wood, 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, for the refunding of the outstanding 6 
and 5 per cent bonds will probably command 
the early attention of Congress. The bill 
provides: (1) That all bonds bearing more 
than 4 per cent interest shall be refunded 
upon maturity into bonds bearing 8, per 
cent interest; (2) that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall invest the money in the Treas- 
ury in excess of W per cent of the outstand- 
ing legal-tender notes in the purchase of the 
maturing 6 and 5 per cent bonds; and (3) that 
the provision relative to the 3}¢ per cent 
popular certificates for ultimate conversion 
into bends shall be continued indefinitly, 
under condition chat not more than 
of such certificates shall be out- 
at any one time.

It is contended: by Secretary Sher- 
man that bonds bearing a lower rate than 4 
percent cannot be sold at par, while Mr. 
Wood contends that, if 4 per cent bonds run- 
ning twenty-eight years are worth a pre- 
mium of from three to four cents, bonds run- 
ning fifty years and bearing interest at the 
rate of 3M per cent will readily bring par. 
This is a matter that can be approximately 
determined by evidence and discussion, The 
proposed reduction of the redemption fund, 
consisting of thesurplus coin in the Treasury, 
is a somewhat dangerous experiment. So 


tender there is little reason, it is true, to ap- 
prehend @ run upon the Treasury for coin, 
and the Government is well protected by 
the authority to sell bonds to any amount, 
and bearing interest as high as 5 per cent if 
necessary, for redemption purposes. At the 
same time it is of the highest importance to 
keep such a coin réserve in the Treasury as 


and likewise defeat any money-combination 
organized to exhaust the reserve for the pur- 
pose of speculating in the bonds it would 
then be necessary to issue, If the redemp- 
tion fund were reduced to $75,000,000 or

formed at the present time, nor could it 
easily work out its object under the present 
Redemption law, but it is the obvious duty 
of the Government to protect itself against 
any scheme of the kind, and a reduction of 
the coin reserve is always a step in the wrong 
- Relative to the rate of interest which it is 
proposed to attach te the new refunding bonds, 
it is not unlikely that 8.65 per cent may be 
successfully urged as a compromise between 
those who regard 4 per cent as too high and 
those who per cent as too low. 
Other things equal, the rate of 3.45 has 
the quality of convenience and ready com- 
putation to recommend it, It amounts to 
one cent a day on $100, and it is within the 
easy comprehension of common people. Ten 
days’ interest on a $1,000 bond is immediately 
known to be $1, eleven days’ interest $1.10, 
andsoon. The fractions of a year, a month, 
and a week are thus promptly computed, and 
so necurately that every man can know his 
due whenever he desires to part with his 
bond.

GEN. CHAMBERLAIN IN MAINE 
There is one man in Maine who seems to 
have all his wits about him, and at the same 
time the courage of his convictions, This is 
Gen. Chamberlain. He is aman of high 
standing and u hable character. He 


has been Governor of the State two or three 


times, and is now President of Bowdoin Col- 
lege. His present official position is that of 
Major-General and Commander of the State 
Militia. Just before the assembling of the 
“Rump” Legislature, he was called upon in 
his official capacity by Garcelon, then Gov- 


ernor, to assume the responsibility for keep- 


ing the peace and guarding the State-House. 
Having assumed this responsibility, Gen. 
Chamberlain construes the duty imposed 
upon him in the broadest sense, and he pro- 
poses to keep the peace in the surest and 
most approved fashion—viz.: by enforcing 
the law, In the line of this duty Gen. Cham- 
berlain refuses to recognize one Lamson, a 
pretender to the office of Governor, who de- 
rives his claim from a Legislature lacking a 
quorum in one House, and made up in part 
of interlopers who, according to the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, have no right to the 
seats which they occupy, but does recognize 
a lawful Legislature with a quornm in each 
House, all the members being, according to 
the Supreme Court, entitled to their seats. 

Gen. Chamberlain’s position is somewhat 
anomalous, it is true; but his determination 
not to permit any further complications is most 
commendable. In polities Gen. Chamberlain 
is among the most conservative of Republic- 
ans, and he will not be suspected of any mere 
partisan design in taking his nt posi- 
tion. As the conservator of ! to 
that extent under the Constitution and called 
to his post by the retiring Governor, who was 
mainly responsible for the existing con- 
fusion, it is eminently wise for him to refuse 
to recognize any claimant whose title is in 
dispute. If he were to give way to every 
pretender who should demand to exerciae the 
supreme Executive authority in the absence 
of a lawfully-elected Governor, Gen. Cham- 
berlain would soon find himself unable to 
keep the peace, and would thus prove dere- 
lict in his own constitutional duty. 

Aside from this view of the case, it is man- 
ifest that Gen: Chamberlain has infinitly 
more authority, under the existing condi- 
tions, to refuse to recognize Lamson as Gov- 
erndr than Lamson has for claiming that of- 
fice. The Constitution of Maine provides that 
the President of the Senate shall act as Goy- 
ernor when there is a vacancy in that office. 
Lamson was elected President of the Senate, 
yesterday resigned that office, and qualified 
as Governor in the presence of what pur- 
ported to be a joint convention of the two 
Houses of the Legislature. But there was no 
joint convention in fact, nor could there be, 
because the alleged House of Representa- 
tives had not a quorum, and the Legis- 
lature was never lawfully organized until 
yesterday. Even ad there been a 
quorum in the House, it would have been 
constituted in essential part by seven per- 


sons not entitled to the seats they occupy, 
under the ruling of the highest tribunal in 


the State. Hence Gen, Chamberlain, however 
anomalous his dwn position may be, cannot 
lawfully recognize Lamson as Acting Gov- 
ernor with a title so fatally defective, and, as 
conservator of the State property and public 


peace, Gen. Chamberlain cannot lawfully ‘ 


permit Lamson, to take possession of the 
Governor’s office and exercise the supreme 
Executive authority of the State without 
lawful warrant, especially now thata lawful 
Legislature has been organized. 

It is fortunate for the people of Maine and 
for the interests of law and order that just 
such a man as Gen. Chamberlain suc- 
ceeded to the temporary control of the situa- 
tion. If he were a strong partisan, the Dem- 
o¢rats might aecuse him of usurpation,—a 
charge that will not lie against him. If he 
were a thnorous man, on the other hand, he 
might yield to the faction which temporarily 
had an adyantage, and thus assist it in pain- 
ing a permanent hold upon the Government 
to which it has no just claim. As itis, Gen. 


Chamberlain merely insists upon maintain- | 


ing the status in quo, and in this effort he has 
the authority of his office, the special direc- 
tion of the retiring Governor, and the opinion 
of the Supreme Court on his side.

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FRENCH POLITICS. 

On the 12th of this month—yesterday—the 
French Chambers began a new session, and 
soon the Ministry recentiy formed under M. 
De Freycinet will submit its program, So 
far asat present known, the purification of 
the publie service, and power to remove in- 
eumbents from office where sufficient cause 
exists, plenary amnesty and an anti-clerical 
policy will be the leading measures first pro- 
posed, Itis probable that on these measures 
the Ministry will obtain the necessary major- 
ities, and that it willcommence its career 
without difficulty. But with a people like 
the French, and especially in a Government 
so pewly organized, there must constantly 


Parise as to the internal policy of France new 


questions which have a tendeney to divide 
and split up the Republican majority in the 
Chambers. Many of these questions are new 
and without precedent, others are local. 
All are generally of such a character that the 
opinions of the Ministry may at any time fail 
to receive the support of a majority of Repub- 
liean members. French Republicans have not 
as yet learned to subordinate their individual 
opinions to the opinions of their party. For 
this canse in the House of Deputies the Re- 
publicans are divided into a series of groups, 
each of which differs radically from the 
others on many important public questions. 
Unanimity between the groups is exception- 


al, and can be obtained only by much coneili- 


ation and when evident necessity makes it 
imperative,

The majority of the new members, if not all 
of them, have been taken from the group of 
the. Republican Left. M. de Freycinet be- 
longs to this group, Which is believed by 
President Grévy to contain the core of the 
Republican majority. Asa. whole, the ele 
ments composing the Cabinet are said to be 
more moderate than could have beénex- 
pected. The reputation of its different mem- 
bers, and the speeches which havg recently 
been made by the most prominent among 
them, show that this estimate is not incor- 
reot.

Each of 
these will succeed in settling some of the 
vexed questions likely to present themselves, 
The majority of these questions definitly de- 
cided, and a permanent Republican majority 
obtained by a new election, Gambetia will 
have seenred the opportunity for which he 
has-waited, and will no doubt then assume 
the duties of Premier.

Tae Boston Herald advises the officers of 
the trunk-line railroad corporations of the coun- 
try not to stand aloof and sulk, but to come 
promptly forward and aid in the passage of a 
law by Congress to regulate transportation be- 
tween the States.

Provisions 
turned forcibly downwards, though hogs were 
higher, the reason being that an increased sup- 
ply of product was expected with resumption at 
the Stock-Yards, and,as one operator put it, 
“there never was so little foreign demand for 
the stuff as now.” Grain worked downwards 
rather heavily in sympathy with pork, and an 
easier tone in England. It is possible that the 
decline in grain was helped by the understand- 
ing that arrangements were in progress for 
making more storage room, while there were 
rumors to the effect that some wheat 
in New York is out of condition. The report 
that vessel-room had been taken for something 
like a million bu of corn may have weakened 
some people speculatively, but there is really 
much less of the element of weakness in the 
movement than may be supposed. There is 
grain in the country which must be forwarded 
somewhere, and ff room be lacking in Chicago 
the grain will go East, where it will depress 
prices more than if offered here, and cause 
weakness West in sympathy.. The grain will be 
carried here easily enough, if it can be placed 
in store, because we have a speculative 
market that could take the whole crop 
were such a thing physically possible.
